RENEWAL NOTICES FOR 2003 RADIO LICENCES ARE IN THE POST. 


If you have not already received your notice for renewal of your radio licence you 
can expect to receive it shortly as a number of amateurs have already received 
theirs from ICASA. The good news is that the fees have not been increased but 
still have to be paid by 31 January as usual. 


CONTESTING SEASON OPENS 


Need an excuse to get out of your gardening chores? Well there is some 
contesting you can get involved in during this month. First there is the an- 
nual Hunting Lions on the Air, which will run over the weekend of 11 and 
12 January. The rules for this contest are available on the SARL website at 
www.sarl.org.za/public/contests/lionita.asp. Contact your local Lions club and 
set up the station to take part. 


On Saturday 18 January the first SARL Kids Day will take place. The aim 
of the Kid’s Day is intended to encourage young people (licensed or not) to 
enjoy Amateur Radio. It can give young people hands-on, on-the-air experience 
so they might develop an interest in pursuing a license in the future. It is 
intended to give hams a chance to share their stations with children. The 
activity starts at 09:00 and ends at 11:00 CAT with activity on 14,125 to 14,150 
MHz 7,040 to 7,065 MHz and 2-meter repeater frequencies. Call “CQ Kid’s 
Day”. The exchange is the name, age, location and favourite colour of the child. 
Participants are encouraged to work the same station again if an operator has 
changed. Either set up a station at a local school or a local shopping mall or 
from your home and get the young people to enjoy amateur radio. 


Starting at 18:00 CAT on Friday 24 and ending at 18:00 on Sunday 26 January 
2003 you can participate in the Port Elizabeth ARS’s VHF/UHF Contest. The 
rules for this first VHF/UHF contest of the year can be found on the SARL 
website at www.sarl.org.za/public/contests or by contacting the Port Elizabeth 
ARS. 


SPECIAL EVENT, TO MARK THE MARCONI 1903 TRANSMISSION CEN- 
TENNIAL 


Special event station KM1CC will be on the air January 11-19 to mark the 100th 
anniversary of Guglielmo Marconi’s inaugural wireless transmission between 
the US and Great Britain on January 18, 1903 (January 19 UTC). On that 
date, from the sandy Cape Cod cliffs overlooking the Atlantic, Marconi, using a 
powerful (35 kW) rotary spark transmitter coupled to a massive antenna system, 
transmitted a 54-word greeting from President Theodore Roosevelt to England’s 
King Edward VII. The monarch promptly acknowledged receipt of the message 
via landline and cable, literally igniting the spark of global communication. 


SUMMITS ON THE AIR LAUNCHED IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Summits on the Air is an international awards programme that issues certificates 
to amateurs who activate or contact a number of mountain summits. Over the 
past few months a group of South African amateurs have been drawing up a 
SOTA Reference Manual for South Africa which includes a list of mountain 
summits that will count towards the awards. The manual has been approved 
by the international management committee and South Africa officially joined 
Summits on the Air on 1 January this year. 


To celebrate, a number of South African amateurs activated summits on 1 Jan- 
uary. Rudi, ZS6DX, operated from Magalliesberg and Andrew, ZS1AN operated 
from Maclear’s Beacon on Table Mountain. 


The following frequencies are used for these activities: 


CW: 7024, 14007, 21007 and 28007 kHz; SSB: 7066, 14160, 21160 and 28440 
kHz; FM: 145.500 MHz Simplex.
